south of Kursk, 

The two rivers join in Kursk and 
if the Russians should succeed in 
recapturing the city they would 
hold a strategic position to threaten 
Germany's forces in the Ukraine, 
London military quarters pointed 
out. 

Russian dispatches meanwhile 
told of sharp fighting on the north- 
ern Leningrad front where 1,600 
Germans were said to have been 
killed in attacks that overran pill- 
boxes and other Nazi defences. 


RUSSIAN SUCCESS 

Both Moscow and Berlin were 
silent regarding the fate of the 
German 16th army, entrapped dur- 
ing the winter fighting in the Star- 
aya Russa area below Lake Ilmen, 
about 145 miles south of Leningrad. 
Even if the Germans have succeed- 
ed in rescuing the entrapped forces, 
the Starya Russa fighting probably 
will rank as one of the major Rus- 
sian successes of the winter fight- 
ing, it was said. 

Russian artillery and infantry 
was reported to have crushed suc- 
cessive attacks by masses of Ger- 
man reserves on various sectors of 
the long front and to have killed 
more than 1,000 Nazis in the Smo. 
ensk area west of Moscow. In most 
sectors, deep mud reduced the 
fighting to battles around small

City Requires 
Permission To 
Boost Tickets 


Before the city of Edmonton 
can vary ite present street railway 
Ucket structure, permission must 
be obtained from the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board. Notifi- 
cation of this necessity was for- 
warded in a letter to Mayor John 
W. Fry, by Walter 8. Campbell, 
regional director of the Board, 
it was annoutced on Wednesday. 

In his letter, Mr. Campbell point- 
ed out that in view of the fact that 
the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board controls all transportation 
and rates, its permission must be ob- 
tained before any variation can be 
made in the existing structure. 
This permission must be obtain- 
ed whether the variation consists 
either in reducing the number of 
tickets for a given amount, or any 
actual increase in the rates. 


STUDY FINANCES 

Mr. Campbell pointed out that be- 
fore any consideration would be 
given to permitting the city to vary 
its rates, the board would have to 
be provided with the street railway 
department's balance and opera- 
tion sheets for the last three years.

Greek Guerilla 
Army Battling 
Axis Invaders

LONDON, April 29—-(BUP)—A 
Greek guerilla army of 5,000 men 
ws reported by Greek refugee 
government officials to be battling 
Axis treops along the Bulgarian 
frontier in eastern Macedonia.

Yugoslavia, the 
Greek army of re- 
volt was said to 
be destroying 
German commu- 
nications, outposts 
and supply trains 
in spectacular at- 
tacks from moun- 
tain Jairs. 

The Greek gov- 
ernment in exile 
said that the new 
army was mobilized secretly in the 
provinces of Seres.and Drava four 
weeks ago. Several hundred Ger- 
man soldiers already have been 
killed. in its attacks, according to 
information reaching London. 

A German supply train on the 
only railroad running eastward to- 
ward the Turkish frontier from 
Salonika was said to have been des- 
troyed by the guerillas, who are 
led by former Greek army officers. 

The Greek army was organized 
after Mikhailovitch held secret con- 
sultations during the winter with 
Greek, Bulgarian and Rumanian 
patriots at a hideway in the Serb- 
ian hilly of ‘southern Yugoslavia it 
was said. 

The organization of the Greek 
guerilla army is part of Mikhailo- 
vitch’s plans for a. major Balkan re- 
volt, Opening . up a second front 
against the Axis in southeastern 
Europe.

Cost Of Victory Will Be 
Work, Sorrow And Blood, 
Roosevelt Tells Nation

WASHINGTON, April 29.—(CP)—Declaring that the 
price of retaining civilization “‘must be paid in hard work 
and sorrow and blood,” President Roosevelt said Tuesday 
night the Japanese southward drive apparently has been 
checked.

Chinese troops were reported 


counter-attacking in an attempt to 
head off Japanese divisions thrust- 
ing north from Honghai Ping to- 
ward the Mandalay-Lashio railroad. 

Chinese headquarters said yester- 
day the invaders’ tank-led spear- 
heads had advanced within‘60 miles 
of the railroad; if they reach it, 
they will not only cut the northern 
link of the Burma road but out- 
flank the Allies to the west and 
complete the squeeze of Mandalay.

Now Reported: 
Price Is Issue 


Existing beef shortage in Al- 
berta is believed due to the fact 
that livestock producers are able 
to obtain a higher price on the 
United States market than they 
can get in Canada, livestock men 
in Edmonton said Monday. 

It was reported in Calgary Tues- 
day that beef stocks there were the 
lowest on record. 

One cattle raiser pointed out that 
producers can obtain an average of 
$12 a head more for a carload of 
beef shipped to Chicago than they 
can get here. 

Ottawa is fully aware of the situa- 
tion and is expected to take action 
shortly to alleviate the condition,

CAN'T COMPETE

It was revealed that the beef 
shortage was particularly acute in 
Eastern Canada where consumers 
are now buying more pork as & 
substitute. Here again the gov- 
ernment ts faced with a difficult 
situation, as housewives have 
been urged to buy less pork pro- 
ducts in order to permit the 
governme:t to meet export re- 
quirements of these products in 
Great Britain. 

The federal government will find

“Our planes,” he said, “are help- 
ing in the defence of French col- 
onies today and soon American 
Flying Fortresses will be fighting 
for the liberation of the darkened 
continent of Europe.” 

In a speech devoted chiefly to the 


domestic scene and particularly to) 


the price control regulations just 
announced, the President said thege 
is a growing conviction among the 
German and Italian people “that 
the cause of Nazism and Fascism 
is hopeless—that their political and 
military leaders have led them 
along the bitter road which leads 
not to world conquest but to final 
defeat. 

“They cannot fail to contrast 
the present frantic speeches of 
these leaders with their arrogant 
boastings of a year ago and two 
years ago.” 

LAVAL MOB WARNED 


On the same day that Canada an- || 


nounced that Pierre Dupuy, charge 
d'affaires of the Canadian legation 
at Vichy, had been summoned home 
for consultation, the president said, 
“We are now concerned lest those 
who have recently come to power 
(in Vichy) may seek to force the 
brave French people to submission 
to Nazi despotism. 

“The United Nations will take 

measures, if mecca i: ihe 
the use of French territory in 
part of the world for military 
purposes by the Axis powers. 
. “The good people of France will 
readily understand that such ac- 
tion is essential for the United Na- 
tions to prevent assistance to the 
armies or navies or air forces of 
Germany, Italy and Japan. 


MAJORITY UNDERSTAND 

“The overwhelming majority of 
the French people ‘understand that 
the fight of the United Nations is 
fundamentally their fight, that our 
victory means the restoration of 
a free and independent France and 
the saving of France from the slav- 
ery which would be imposed upon 
her by her external ‘enemies and 
her internal traitors, 

“We know how the French 
people really feel. We know that 
a deep-seated determination to 
obstruct every step in the Axis 
plan extends from occupied 
France through Vichy France to 
the people of their colonies in 
every ocean and on every con- 
tinent, 

“Our planes are helping in the 
defence of French colonies today 
and soon American Flying Fort- 
resses will be fighting for the lib- 
eration of the darkened continent 
of Europe.” 

Although he did not mention him 
by name, these sentences in the 
President's speech were regarded 
as a challenge to Pierre Laval, the 
pro-German chief of government 
of unoccupied France who recently 
returned to power under Marshal 
Petain. 

REDS HITTING HARDEST 

The President made onl? a pass- 
ing reference to the Russian front

Canadian Vote

NEW YORK, April 29—(CP)—

cally “that the Liberal govern- 
ment, of which it is a mainstay, is 
bound to carry out the will of the 
country with great caution.” 

| The newspaper added: “We Am-

| while congratulating our neighbors 
{on their forthright response to the 
j realities and demands of the war.” 

The Times commented: 

“The Canadians of French descent 
are an important element of the 
Dominion’s life. From an American 
point of view Canada would be in- 
finitely poorer without them. But 
for historical and cultural reasons, 
not entirely to be blamed on the 
present population, they have fuail- 
ed to understand that their home- 
land can no longer be defended at 
home. Our own isolationists have 
been faced with the same bitter 
lesson, which some of them have 
learned and some have not. 

“But while Quebec was voting 
nearly three to one against the draft 
for foreign service, the Dominion as 
|a whole was voting two to one in 
favor of it. Unless Canada is to sub- 
divide her democracy until every 
village makes or refuses to make 
its contribution to the war accord- 
ing to the will of the local major- 
ity, the Monday vote must be taken 
as conclusive. It will bring prob- 
fems, and one hopes that the Ottawa 
government will be able to per- 
suade where it has the power: to 
| compel.” 

The New York Sun, saying yester- 
day that the plebiscite “in itself 
teaches a lesson in political honesty 
that was sorely needed,” commend- 
ed the Mackenzie King government 
for its method in seeking release 
of its pre-election promise not to 
resort to conscription for overseas 
service. “Such scrupulous béhavior 
in these days is heart-warming,” 
said the paper.

“That front is right here at 
home ... here at home everyone 
will have the privilege of making 
whatever self denial is necessary, 
not only to supply our fighting 
men, but to keep the economic

and secure during the war and

Every person in the country, Mr. 
Roosevelt declared, is going to be 
affected by the administration's 
Seven-point program intended to 
keep down the cost of living. Bus- 
inessmen or holders of corporation 
stock, he said, would find their 
profits cut by taxation to a “reason- 
ably low level.” 

Noting that incomes would be 
subjected to higher taxes, he re- 
iterated the suggestion he advanced 
in his message to congress that, 
after payment of taxes, individual 
incomes be limiied to $25,000 a year. 
CEILINGS FOR ALL 

Retailers, wholesalers, manufac- 
turers, farmers, landlords, the Pres- 
ident said, ‘will find ceilings on the 
Prices at which they can market 
their goods or rent their property. 
Persons working for wages, he add- 
ed, will have to forego higher pay 
for their particular jobs for the

He said he 
is convinced the government would 
be praised from all sides if it placed 
navy allowances at least on a par 
with those of other branches. 

On the subject of dependents’ 
allowances, Mr, Graydon suggssted 
that if the basis on which they were 
established at the start of the war 


‘| was fair they should now be in- 


creased by at least 15 per cent to 
meet the increased cost of living. 

He also urged reconsideration 
of the question of free transporta- 
tion for soldiers on long furlough 
or embarkation leave. 

Col. Ralston. said he believes the 
Canadian soldiers’ pay is as high as, 
or higher than, that of men in any 
army except perhaps the Austral- 
ian.

In 64 
of the areas the stablization was as 
of the rent paid on Jan, 1, April 1, 
or July 1, 1941. 

The actions, taken together, rep- 
resented an essential segment of 
President Roosevelt's over-all 
Plan for stabilizing the cost of 
living, and preventing an Iinfla- 
tionary price rise.

No Uncertainty Here 

Edmonton people left no room for 
doubt that they want Canada’s oversea 
forces maintained and built up as circum- 
stances may require, without any ham- 
pering regard for policies enunciated two 
years ago, In the ratio of about six to 
one they voted to release parliament from 
any such restrictions. In both the city 
constituencies the proportion was similar. 
Every city poll gave a “yes” majority. 
Approximately as many voters turned out 
as at the last Dominion general elections. 
Roughly, two-thirds .of those qualified 
went to the polls. 

Edmonton thus worthily endorsed 
the high recruiting record it established in 
the first great war and has made good in 
the present one. On the basis of this 
showing, voluntary enlistment has met the 
requirements so far as this city is con- 
cerned. But, in case it should fail here or 
elsewhere in the future, the voters of the 
city very emphatically said — parliament 
should be free to apply compulsion if nec- 
essary. Edmonton’s resolution to see the 
struggle through to a victorious end does 
not need to be argued. The figures supply 
the proof, 


Another Common Enemy 


President Roosevelt’s seven-point con- 
trol program is of course designed to pre- 
vent inflation, or further inflation. With 
several of the proposals Canadians have 
already been made familiar by experience, 
and these may be supposed to be patterned 
on the Canadian model. A new feature is 
the “rider’ which would set a limit of 
$25,000 per year to the net income any 
person in the United States may keep after 
paying income taxes, There ate not many 
incomes of that magnitude in Canada at 
present. 

Congress may drastically overhaul the 
scheme, and will certainly change it in de- 
tails. But that controls will be adopted, 
along the general lines laid down, is equal- 
ly certain. No country can have an econ- 
omic spree and at the same time pit its 
strength against a powerful combination 
of enemies abroad. Price chaos and mili- 
tary efficiency do not go together. 

Canadians are more than casually in- 
terested in this because it will be easier to 
maintain economic balance in Canada when 
stability is established in the United States. 
Mounting prices and wages there tend to 
upset the equilibrium here. A war boom 
across the border would endanger our 
whole “ceiling” structure. 

What Congress does with the Presi- 
dent’s program, and what system of regu- 
lation evolves, will therefore be watched 
by Canadians with concern second only to 
that of the people of the United States. 
The more successfully their system oper- 
ates, the less trouble there will be keeping 
inflation in check here also.

The lack of an adé€quate sys- 
tem of Health Insurance destroys 
valuable economic assets. 

We cannot have that total war 
with total efficiency, which is 
plainly demanded in the plebis- 
cite vote, without that conserva- 
tion of invaluable war manpower 
which could be secured in a com- 


prehensive plan of national 
Health Insurance.

It is impossible to secure the 
full effectiveness of manpower, 
the keynote of all war effort, 
while the spectre of unemploy- 
ment hangs over every war 
worker, 

“What will happen to us when 
the war is over?” That is the 
question asked by every man 


and woman in war industries or 
in the armed forces, 

And no one can operate at full 
efficiency while that question 
haunts his mind, 

The only adequate answer is a 
complete system of Unemploy- 
ment Insurance, covering all age 
and salary classes, 

Nor can any young man func- 
tion at full efficiency, in war- 
time or in peacetime, when he 
has a knowledge of the future of 
any 100 average young Can- 
adians. 

O these 100 Canadians starting 
life at 25, after 40 years, 36 will 
be dead, only one will be well- 
to-do, four will live comfortably, 
five will be gainfully employed 
and a full 54 will be entirely de- 


pendent upon relatives and 
friends, 
That is not a pleasant picture 


to carry into battle or into the 
activity of war work whether it 
involves the individual himself 
or loved relatives. ’ 
The answer is the Retirement 
Allowance, an adequate retire- 


ment fund for all Canadians

All these things give security. 
They allow the individual to 
function at the highest peak of 
efficiency. 


In that they give essential free- 
dom, they bear exactly the same 
relation to the functioning of the 
individual, in this emergency, as 
the affirmative vote in the pleb- 
iscite bears to the functioning of 
the Government.

Uniforms By Millions 


FROM THE BRITISH INDUS- 
TRIES BULLETIN 

Army greatcoats use up 40 
miles of cloth and lining a week 
in a single Leeds factory where 
one garment is completed évery 
three seconds, This workshop and 
another which has turned out 
320,000 battledresses a week are 
using every week enough cotton 
to go three times round the 
equator, 

These are only two of the 250 
tailoring firms who were given 
the largest single cothing order 
ever placed—for 5,000,000 battle- 
dress blouses and 6,000,000 trou- 
sers. That meant 9,000 miles of 
cloth, absorbing 10,000 tons of 
wool; 9,000 miles of lining, and 
200,000,000 brass buttons. A week 
later, 1,150,000 army greatcoats 
were ordered, calling for 7,000,000 
yards of the heavy milled water- 
proofed cloth specially produced 
for the purpose by the Yorkshire 
mills, who blend six different col- 


ors of wool to make the perfect 
khaki. In six months the over- 
coats produced from Yorkshire 
cloth would have provided 25 
years’ supply in normal times. 

These huge mass - producing 
factories can undertake gigantic 
contracts like half a million bat- 
tle dresses or overcoats because 
they are equipped with the most 
modern of labor-saving machines 
and in peace time produce huge 
quantities of men’s suits and 
coats, Little adaptation is re- 
quired to turn the machmMmes over 
to war production, which includes 
not only the standard army uni- 
form but tropical kit of drill for 
| trodps serving overseas, heavy 
woollen goods in Royal Navy and 
air force blue, as well as slacks 
tunics and skirts for the girls on 
gun sites and bomber stations. 

All this war work means that 
only a fraction of the British 
clothing industry ‘can work on 
“civvy” wear, now standardized 
as utility suits,

tion, Swelling of these lymphatic 
glands may occur in both an acute 
and chronic form—in the acute type 
the enlargement subsiding fairly 
rapidly; and in the chronic type, the 
glands staying swollen and tender 
for several weeks or months or even 
years. 

Most people notice an enlarge- 
ment of the glands of the neck dur- 
ing an acute cold or during acute 
tonsillitis; however those with 
chronic catarrh may find these 
lumps persisting*over a large period 
of time. These enlarged lumps will 
then he easily felt with the tips of 
the fingers. 

These neck glarids are called 
lymph nodes and are a part of the 
lymphatic Circulation. While these 
nodes are found in many parts of 
the body, groups of them occur in 
certain regions, such as at the sides 
of the neck and in the armpits. Al- 
though any of these nodes may be- 
Come swollen and tender, those of 


than others. 

Chronic inflammation of the ton- 
sils, of the middle ear cavity, and 
chronic catarrh of the nose, may all 
be accompanied by an enlargement 
of these glands. Whenever the neck 
glands stay swollen and sore, there 
probably exists some irritation of 
the nose, throat, or ear to explain 
this condition, With the removal of 
such irritation, the glands usually 
return promptly to normal size and 
will lose their tenderness. Occa- 
sionally, such swelling is due to de- 
cayed teeth or to sinus trouble, or in 
children it may be due to enlarge- 
ment of the adenoid tissue, 

In the acute cases, considerable 
tenderness may develop in which 
case it ig the best plan to put the 
patient to bed. place him on a fast, 
give one or more plain warm water 
enemas a day and to use hot moist 
applications or compresses around 
the throat, 

Young children usually obtain 
very rapid results with this fasting 
treatment and it is generally neces- 
sary for them to fast for only a few 
days, after which the lymph, nodes 
will be emptied enough so that a 
cure can be effected if a careful diet

This is a large 
quantity, but it MUST be found. Every old picce 
of rubber in Canada, no matter how small, is needed, 
QUICKLY. 


Question: Should I turn in any usable rubber 
articles as well as worn out ones? 


Answer: Absolutely not! By no means discard any- 
thing that is still useful and that might have to 
be replaced, On the other hand, rubber tires used as 
boat bumpers, swings, etc., should be turned in for 
war uses,

International 
Nickel Expands 
For War Output 


TORONTO, April utp 
The International Nickel Comp- 
any of Canads, Limited, is open- 
ing new ore bodies and expanding 
ite production plant at a cost of 
$35,000,000 to meet the demands 
for nickel for war purposes, Rob- 
ert C. Stanley, chairman and 
President of the company, told 
shareholders in his address at the 
annual meeting here today. With 
the new plant in operation in 
1943, the company's output of 
nickel will be approximately 
50,000,000 pounds greater than in 
The company is financing the ex- 
pansion from its own treasury but 
to ease the burden the governnient, 
said Mr, Stanley, is permitting the 
company to amortize within a five- 
year period expenditures up to $25,- 
000,000, It is assumed that part or 
all of the new plant may not be 
needed after the war. ° 


CONTRACT RENEWED 

With regard to copper, the presi- 
dent said that the company’s con- 
tract with the British government 
was renewed last September with 
the terms unchanged. Delivery is 
made at a Canadian port at.a price 
about equal to that prevailing on 
the London metal market just be- 
fore the outbreak of war with al- 
lowances for increases in costs over 
prewar costs. Deliveries are’ made 
to the Canadian market on about 
the same terms, the return to the 
company being “substantially less 
than the price ruling in the United 
States.” 

The compaty’s Canadian plants 
are being operated at full capacity, 
the meeting was told and the plants 
abroad are also working on war 
operations at top speed, A new 
plant has been provided at the com- 
pany’s Huntington works in the 
United. States for refining raw 
material supplies by a United 
States government agency. 


NET PROFIT DOWN 

Notwithstanding the increase of 
sales, the company’s net profit in 
1941 was down $1,188,371 from 1940 
to $34,356,401. The décréase result- 
ed chiefly from higher taxation and 
higher operating costs. 

The company, said Mr. Stanley, 
takes pride in its effort to aid in 
the war financing. At the outbreak 
of war the company held $8,000,000 
in Dominion government securities 
in its treasury and by April 1, 1942, 
the amount had grown to $23,000,- 
000. 


Capital expenditures in 1941 to- 
talled $11,739,041 and expenditure 
in 1942 will be substantially higher, 
said the president.
